“Mindful of the many lessons 
learned in the last war, the governs 
ment of the Dominion has, with 
great wisdom, determined to cone 
serve, and use as fully as possible 
in the best interest of the country 
the special training and abilities of 
her citizens, Through the depart- 
ment of national defence, Canada 
| has therefore announced a policy of 
lrestricted enlistment, designed to 
conserve her trained personnel for 
the many purposes for which their 
services are requiréd by the nation, 

“Her first call to the students of 
our universities for national ser- 
vice is therefore that they carry 
on with their academic work with 
enhanced vigor and earnestness, 
While this applies with special 
force to students in medicine and 
engineering who are within meas- 
wrable distance of graduating, it 
applies also, as circumstances are 
at present, to all students.

Nazi Troops Are 
Caught In Deadly 


French 


Crossfire

BASEL, Switzerland, Sept. 26.—A squadron of 20 
warplanes, believed French, appeared high over the Rhine 
foday, drawing fire from anti-aircraft batteries on the 


German shore. 


The planes were seen clearly from Basel 


and citizens rushed to streets and rooftops to watch what 
promised to be an air battle over the zone where the fron- 
tiers of Switzerland, France and Germany meet. 
German air bases in Baden, close to the Swiss fron- 
tier, are filled with fighting planes to meet such an attack. 
French troops were reported today to have repulsed 


with heavy losses a counter-attack launched during the night 
by German forces in an effort to relieve pressure on key forts 


near Zweibruecken. 


The German drive, the 
reports declared, was 
caught in a heavy crossfire 
from French advance posts 
and met by French forces 
on both flanks. The Ger- 
mans were said to have 
withdrawn into fortifica- 
tions near Mittelbach, leav- 
ing hundreds dead and 
many wounded. | 

The French themselves, the | 
dispatches added, suffered 
losses during the night in the | 
sector between the Saar river 
and Blies creek, where they| 
were reported attempting to} 
hold newly-won positions un- | 
der machine-gun fire and a 
bombardment from the West- 
wall fortifications. 

The reports said the French had 
captured and were holding a 4'% 
mile stretch of the main highway 
between Saarbruecken and Zwel- 
bruecken, 

(Saarbruecken is approximately 
in the centre of the 100-mile front 
between the Moselle and Rhine 
rivers, where the heaviest fighting 
has been centred. Zweibruecken is 
about 15 miles east of Saarbruecken 
the outer edge of the German 
westwall defences.) 


FORTS SURROUNDED 

The French advance along 
road leading to Zweibruecken was 
said to have passed beyond the 
hamlet of Althernbach, Further east 
the French were reported to have
